Twice in the memory of living men, 


Germany has 
deliberately 
thrown 


away the sympathetic respect of the 
world and an honorable position be- 
fore it. Between 1900 and 1914, Ger- 
many led the world in many fields. 
Students flocked to her universities, 
her ships sailed the seven seas, her 
commercial and cultural position was 
widely admired. And then, at one 
sweep, she threw it all away by re- 
sort to war. In hope of attaining sud- 
denly, at one warlike strike, the 
supremacy she was gradually attain- 
ing anyway, she gambled all and 
lost all. Similarly, the Weimar Re- 
public of the Twenties had the sym- 
pathy of llic world, and was making 
progress toward one day regaining the 
lost German prestige. And then, in 
1933, all thai was again thrown away 
for a policy of gelling il all at once, 
by war, instead of slowly, by labor- 
ious degrees, the hard way. 


Russia had immense sympathy in 


ihe United Stales when il firsl threw 
off the Czar's shackles. Had it been 
able to mind its own business, build 
its own socialistic 
society, 
which 


would have been fine enough to draw 
attention and 
emulation, it might 


have gotten somewhere. But instead 
it strewed around the world agitators 
who insisted on pretending that every 
country in the world was Czarist 
Russia, and in trying to duplicate in 
each the more horrible phases of the 
Russian class conflict. The result was 
the only possible result: the crea- 
tion of vast antipathies. 


Example, not force, is the only real 


and permanent means of conversion. 
Let him who has a truth so demon- 
strate and manifest that truth that 
others will be rawn tu it.

The vaunted mechanized might of 


Lt. Gen. Ben Lear's Second army 
was held impotent Friday by two 
giant encirclement moves of Third 
army forces which threatened to rip 
through the invader's lines. 


General Lear's forces sprung its 


mighty armored offensive deep into 
the unprotected flank of the larger 
Third army. 


The drive supported by clouds of 


bombers and pursuit ships carried 75 
miles southwest near DeRidder, La., 
between the Thiros army defense line. 
But before darkness decended over 
the battlefield the tide had turned.

Armies Encircled 


Nazi Command 
Puts Russian 
Losses at 3,600,000, 
Germans at 402,865 


BERLIN —(If)— German forces have 


entered Kiev and raised the Swastika^ 
over the Citidal on the long beseiged 
Ukraine capital, Soviet Russia's third 
largest city, the German high com- 
mand reported Friday night. 


The bulletin was the third triumph 


in quick succession 
from 
Hitler's 


headquarters including the capture 
of Boltava, 200 miles north of Kiev. 


The whole picture implied that Red 


army resistance in the southern region 
was tottering under the wake of the 
German onslaught with hundreds of 
thousands of men backed by motorized 
mechanism of the German arsenal. 


By the Associated Press 
Adolf Hitler's high command re- 


ported Friday that German troops 
had closed a steel ring around fo-jr 
Russian armies 125 miles east of Kiev 
with the anihilation now in progress 
and grave new threats imperiled Len- 
ingrad. 


The trapped Red armies were Unpf- 


ficially estimated at a half-million 
men. 
More than 3,600,000 Russians 


were declared to^gyc.^en.jilaigjjgg 
captured in the 3-month old campaign ' 
with half of the figure killed. 


Staggering Losses

German losses were put at 402,865 


killed, wounded and missing in the 
first two months of the war. 


In a special bulletin from Hitler's 


field headquarters it was said that a 
Germany army under General von 
Rundstedt and another under Field 
Marshall General Fedor von Bock, 
slashing around Kiev in a vast flank- 
ing movement met beyond the Desna 
river to trap the Russians. 
I Finnish mjiliitav1^ dispatches said 
huge fires were raging in Leningrad, 
blazing so fiercely they could be seen 
with the naked eye from Finland 
shores. 


Kronstndt Silenced 
Other reports said Stuka dive bomb, 


ers had silenced the Kronstadt fort- 
ress, powerful island naval base 20 
miles from Leningrad, thus paving the 
way for German warships to steam UP 
the Gulf of Finland for close bom- 
bardment of the city. 


Red army bulletins acknowledged 


that the Germans had reached' the 
Kiev gates but indicated the struggle 
had reached no decisive stage. 


German dispatches said other iNazi 


armies sweeping eastward beyond the 
Dnieper river thrust about halfway 
to Kharkov in the heart of the Donet's 
river industrial basin, 270 miles east 
of Kiev. 


New pressure was reported too on 


the long seigcd Black sea fort of 
Odessa where the Germans said they 
had dropped 220,000 pounds of bombs 
in a single night.

Rye is preferred to barley on 
soils low in productivity or where a 
good seed-bed cannot be 
prepared. 


Both Abruzzi or Balbo varieties of 
rye are recommended, using about 4 
to 6 pecks per acre. If the crop is 
to be harvested for grain in addit- 
ion^ to being used for winter and, 
spring pastures, oats, barley, or wheat 
is recommended. Wheat is 
recom- 


mended where the grain is wanted 
for flour and not for stock feed, since 
either oats or barley will ordinar- 
ily outyield wheat. 


Barley is more resislant to freezes 


requires more produc- 
such soils, barley us- 


ually makes much better winter pas- 
ture than oats. Recommended var- 
ieties, according to Charles F. Sim- 
mons, Extension agronomist 
of 
the 


University of Arkansas College 
of 


Agriculture, include Early Missouri 
Beardless, Tennessee Beardless, and 
Winlex. Barley should be seeded at 
the rale of 4 to 6 pecks per acre 
on a well prepared seedbed. The best 
varieties of oats are Ferguson 922, 
Husling's 
100-BusheI, Nortex, Vok- 


cr's Fulgrain, and Appier. The re- 
commended rate of seeding is 7 to 
10 pecks per acre. If wheat is used, 
it should be planted at the rate of 
4 to C pecks per acre, using Alabama 
Blue Stem, Fultz, Cokcr's Blue stem, 
or Hasting's Blue Slem. 


To furnish the most grazing, all 


small grains should be fertilized, us- 
ing 200 to 300 pounds of a 4-10-4 or 
G-12-G fertilii/.cr per acre. 


Rye grass may also be used to 


furnish winter grazing, though the 
other

grains 
will ordinarily 


supply more grazing. The most prac- 
tical use of rye grass is probably on 
permanent pastures which could not 
be broken for planting oats, rye, or 
barley.

With the Navy 


Quartermasters, 
Signalmen Help 
Route Ships 


By NEA Service 
WASHINGTON - A rowboat that 


arrives at the right place al the right 
time is of more use to the U. S. Navy 
in battle than the biggest battleship 
that gets to the wrong place or to 
the right spot at the wrong time. 


In the 
final analysis the 
whole 


navy is designed to be used as a single 
fighting machine. Each of its complex 
units—ships, planes, officers and men- 
is merely a cog that must mesh per- 
fectly with other cogs. 


If, therefore, your next letter from 


Joe, who has just joined the navy, 
informs you that he's working to get 
a. rating as a quartermaster 
or a 


signalman, don't fret because he isn't 
a gunner. His job will be helping 
his ship gel to the right place al 
the right time. 


The quartermaster in the navy is 


a very different thing from quarter- 
master in the army. The latter deals 
with food, clothing and transporta- 
tion of soldiers. In the navy, the 
quartermasters work under lhe com- 
missioned navigating officer of 
the 


ship, caring for navigating inslru- 
menls and assembling data to aid 
navigation. 


Visual Signals Are Indispensable 
The men who wear the quartermas- 


ter's wheel on their sleeve and the 
gold anchor insignia of a chief pet- 
ty officer pinned to the front of their 
visored cap have shown in practice 
and in theory (through written ex- 
amination) their knowledge of and 
ability to use all the highly compli- 
cated navigating instruments 
aboard 


ship. He has cared for logs, clocks, 
barometers, compasses 
and 
steering 


gear. He can take soundings, con- 
trol signal apparatus from the bridge, 
knows maritime flags and the rules 
of the road on the sea. 


The chief petty officer whose sleeve 


flies the crossed flags of signabnan 
is no less skilled. The signalmen stand 
watch on the signal bridge, sending 
and receiving visual messages. Be- 
cause radio messages often give a 
ship's position away to an enemy, 
visual signals are indispensible. 


Here's a bit of the knowledge your 


Joe will have if he gets to the top 
as u signalman. He'll know how to 
send and receive messages by semap- 
hore (wig-wagging arms), by signal 
flags, by morse code with blinker 
lights and searchlights. He'll know the 
navy flag code and international code. 
But that's just the beginning. In the 
end he'll have to know, to name just 
a few of his skills, how to identify 
all ships, take sun and star sights 
to determine posUion, how lo use tide 
and current tables.
